such decisions. They will boost the 
medical ministry where they have 
established their practice. I am 
grateful for the much good they 
both accomplished here. 
You will recall that, during these 
changes, it was announced that 
Hamlin Hospital would be closed on 
a certain date. By then we all surely 
realized that the continuation of 
medical services in our town was in 
jeopardy. 
Public-spirited citizens were at 
work on the problem, and when 
certain ones took over the operation 
of the hospital we welcomed the 
news that it would remain open. 
A great lift came when Dr. M. L. 
Smith declared he would remain in 
Hamlin, at least for a time, while a 
determined search for additional 
doctors was made. 
As it stands today, these are the 
primary actions that have saved 
medical ministries for our com­ 
munity, and give us hope for the 
future. The search for more doctors 
goes 
on 
apace 
by 
interested 
citizens. 
July 27 will be “DR. M. L. SMITH 
APPRECIATION DAY” in our little 
city. Everyone who knows the value 
of medical 
facilities, 
and 
who 
genuinely cares about the future of 
Hamlin, will see the importance of 
this action by city leaders 
Thank you, Dr. Smith, for being 
the ANCHOR MAN for what we 
pray is to be a continuing medical 
ministry here. And thanks 
to the 
citizens who are keeping Hamlin 
Hospital open as appeals go forth to 
other physicians to join Dr. Smith. 
Let prayers be made to Almighty 
God for Divine assistance that we 
may successfully pass this BIG 
TEST FOR A SMALL TOWN, and 
alw ays have availab le to the 
citizenry medical services for those 
electing to use them.
